PIONEERS  WHO  WOULD  BE  PROUD  OP  BRAMPTON  TO-DAY 


One  hundred  years  ago,  John  Elliott  and  his  wife  landed 
•  on  what  is  now  the  site  of  the  Town  of  Brampton,  and  named 
it  from  the  English  town  they  had  left.  Queen  St.  was  the 
northern  boundary  of  their  land.  Richard,  William,  Matthew, 
three  sons,  lived  upon  part  of  the  original  farm.  That  dis- 
trict lying  immediately  to  the  south  of  Queen  Street  was  cut 
up  into  village  sites,  and  later  John  Elliott  gave  the  site  for 
the  Municipal  buildings.  William  Buffy  was  the  first  store- 
keeper. John  Scott  had  a  grist  mill  and  distillery  on  Queen 
Street  East.  Later  George  Wright  gave  a  site  for  the  first 
English  Church,  and  also  a  site  on  Main  Street  for  a  market, 
while  John  Scott  gave  the  land  for  Grace  Church.  Kenneth 
Chisholm,  Peel's  first  Provincial  member,  gave  the  old  Concert 
Hall.  John  Clarke  kept  store  on  the  southwest  corner  of 
Main  and  Queen  Streets,  and  below  were  the  store  of 
Lewis  Bright  and  the  photo  studio  of  John  Cole.  Chisholm 
&  Elliott  store  on  the  southwest  corner  of  Main  and  Queen 
Streets,  succeeding  the  store  built  by  Peleg  Rowland,  is  still 
a  memorv  of  the  old-time  residents.

Brampton's  middle  name  has  always  been  "Progress."  In  1873  the 
town  had  a  thriving  industry  in  the  shape  of  a  big  foundry,  employ- 
ing 150  men,  and  turning  out  agricultural  implements  and  stoves.  In 
those  days  there  was  a  fine  football  team,  the  "Maple  Leafs,"  and  a 
"Mechanics'  Band,"  both  composed  mainly  of  men  drawn  from  the 
Haggert  Foundry.  It  was  in  1873  that  the  town  showed  its  progres- 
sive turn  of  mind  by  incorporating  as  a  town  with  John  Haggert  as 
its  first  mayor.  That  year  the  officers  of  the  village  were :  Kenneth 
Chisholm,  reeve ;  J.  P.  Clark,  deputy-reeve ;  Dr.  C.  Y.  Moore,  D.  S. 
Leslie,  John  Anthony,  councillors ;  John  McCulla,  clerk ;  T.  A.  Agar, 
treasurer.

In  1873,  when  incorporated  as  a  town,  Brampton  had  a  popu- 
lation of  2317,  to-day's  citizens  number  4,477.  She  has  11  live  in- 
dustries, the  Dale  Estate,  now  the  oldest,  and  employing  250  hands, 
giving  the  town  its  name  of  "Flower  Town."  Her  assessment  is 
over  $2,300,000.  She  has  a  splendid  Hydro  system,  waterworks  sys- 
tem worth  $156,000,  with  electric  fire  alarm  system,  and  an  electric 
truck.  Her  High  School  is  noted  all  over  Ontario,  and  she  will  have 
at  the  end  of  this  year  public  schools  worth  $200,000.  A  skating  and 
a  curling  rink,  bowling  green,  golf  grounds,  and  tennis  courts,  a  fine 
race  track  and  athletic  grounds,  suffice  for  pleasure.  Six  churches 
and  the  Salvation  Army  fill  the  people's  spiritual  needs.  The  town 
was  never  better  served  than  by  this  year's  council,  consisting  of  H. 
W.  Dawson,  Mayor;  F.  W.  Wegenast,  Reeve;  J.  E.  Fullerton,  Dep.- 
Reeve ;  W.  J.  Beatty,  J.  Harmsworth,  J.  Speers,  W.  C.  Bartlett,  Jas. 
Martin,  Herb  Robinson;  C.  M.  Corkett,  Clerk;  R.  G.  Edwards,
